
Through the Stepping Up Initiative, 
participating counties have 
successfully reduced the number
of people with a serious mental 
illness in local jails with programs 
like co-responder positions with 
police departments, mental health 
staff in jails, specialty courts and 
diversion programs for those that 
access behavioral health services,
and other crisis services.

According to the U.S. Department
of the Treasury, ARPA Local Fiscal 
Recovery Fund (LFRF) dollars may
be eligible to implement these 
"Stepping Up" strategies and other 
programs related to public safety
(see FAQ 2.19).
